Balldings Heing Mannfactured,
The Mines and Mining building will be
the third of the big exposition buildings to
bo covered with siaff, The staging for the
plaff men is belng put in place and  the
ornamental castings will goon be placed on
tho outer walls of the building. This work
¢an bo done as well In freezing weather as
al any other time, the only drawback being
that the jolnts and nailholes cannot be
*pointed up’ In freezing weather, nelther
ean the plaster be put on the plaln sur-
‘ON‘S, but as the putting on of the orna-
mental stucco I8 by far the greatest part of
the work, the other detalls give the stall

contractors little uneasint:«.

‘Smith & Eastman, the contractors  who
have the staff work on all of the main bulld-
ings except the Libernl Arts, have a large
force of men at work In thelr new shop In
khe blg Mines bullding, and are turuing out
Rhe big pleces of ornamental work at a
xapld rate. The molds for all of the butla-
fngs have now been completed nnd the work
of casting can be pushed with the greates
rapldity, The making of molels and molds
4 uslow work and cannot be pushed #sue
oessfully, but these prelimivarice are  all
disposed of and the finished casts are belng
piled up Inside {he Mines building at
astonishing rate,

All through the day there Is almost 4 con-
tlnuous processlon of workmen carrying the
completed caets out of the workshop and
standiog them against the walls or posta of
the bullding, where they smoke like n oast-
ing of lrom freeh from th mold. These
easta are ‘‘green’’ not having dried out
Mhey have “set” and are hard, but there is
conslderable water in them and this esoon
frecges untll the east Is ke a plece of lee

mith & Bastman, has been i the stalf
nnd stucco business for about thirty years,
having in that time finished the lonterior of

& large number of important public bulld-
inge, among them belme the immense hend-
quarters of the State, War and Navy depart-
ments of the federal government at Wash-
ington, one of the largest hulldlogs of its
kind In the world. He says that the freesz-
dng of the staff casts doss ot Injure them
in the lexst, so they will slowly dry out
mehen the weather Is warm enough, and they
oan be handled just as well when frozen as
&t amy other time, the only dizagrecable
feature about handling them when iu that
condition being that they are like so many
pleces of lce and are consequently very ealil.

A large portlon of the decorative work for
the Mines and Agtlculture bulldings has
Peen cast and the staff workers are now en

aged In making some of the work for the
chinéry bullding.

Prevident of the American Business College
Under Arrest.

ACCUSED OF FRAUDULENTLY USING MAILS

Tnlted States Authorities Follow Up
na Kxposure Pablished in The
lee by Arresting the Prins-
elpnl I the Cawse,

Followlng The Bee's exporure a couple of
weeke ago of the manner In which the so-
called American Husiness colloge of this elty
was transacting business Frank J, Vanden-
borg, who appears to be the president, fac-
ulty, business manager and in fact the whole
thing In himself, was arrested yeosterday
morning by PostoMes  Inkpector 8L
Olélr on  the charge of using Lhe
United Rtates mail for the pto-
motlon of a [raudulent scheme. He was atl
once arralgned before United States Commis-
sioner Anderson for greliminary hearing,
but as he did not seem to be ready
he was given until this morning In which
to prepare and #&ccure an attornoy.

Vandenberg was a very humble individual
when the complaint was read and he was
asked to mako n plea. He eald he was not
gullty and inthmated that ho was the vietim
of a huge conaplracy in which the United
States acted the part of the basge and deep-
dyed villain, At the same time ho was 8o
certaln of his Innoeence that he would be
willing to go to Jall, he sald, until he was
clonred, f 1t was not for the fact that he wes
In poor health and he was afrald confinement
might bring his career to a sudden termina-
tlon,

"l do not think there g any danger of
that," apswered the United States commla-
sloner, ‘the county jall s a nice warm
place, especially In the winter time, and 1
do noil think that your health would be
memaced.””
